Wsltinv for the elevator, I wrote s PS to tae copy I turned in. It 
asked fors a letter telling me I had been given access to everything sought in 
the suit . 

While discussin-" this with Mrs. Cavacini, . who seemed to tnink it 
required filling cut new Freedom of Information forms, while I was explaining to 
her that we were past this, unannounced Eardley returned from lunch, iis was not 
happy. Bud’s opinion of his look at me was of adute dislike. He was inclined to 
be against everything, -he asked ne to explain the list and I did. Beginning with 
the request fbr the cover, he said he thought not, and I said I’d hope hot to 
have to fight* rie asked why 1 wanted the letter and I told him it Represents an 
assurance that would be automatic in court, is inherent In Mitchell’s letter, and 
protects everyone, including him, against simple bureaucratic error. I told him 1 
had no reason to believe heawas familiar with the contents of the file but that 
there had to be someone In the Department who was and there is no a -parent reason 
why such a person could not write such a letter and none apparent to me way there 
should be any reluctance to provide it. I also offered to leave e check to cover 
costs, asan alternative asked them to phone me to tell me the cost or to phone 
Bud, either of us promising to provide it immediately.
